Lights For Safe Landings 
It is good news that the Navy intends to set up a radar-beacon lane 
across the United States sometime this year. Just as important to air 
safety, however, is the point made by the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce in its recommendation for immediate installation 
of “high intensity approach lights” at leading airports.

The bill amends existing basic law 
by-stipulating that “failure to ob­ 
serve the requirement oi law as to 
the time within which a person un­ 
der arrest piust be brought, before 
a committing officer shall not ren­ 
der inadmissible any evidence other­ 
wise admissible." 
Congressman Graham was chair­ 
man of the judiciary subcommittee 
which considered the bill. He argued 
to the House that the bill's pass­ 
age was essential to offset a recent 
Supreme Court decision .The court, 
in the so-called McNabb case, threw 
out the conviction of there alleged 
murderers because they had not 
been arraigned before a committing 
officer within a reasonable period 
after their arrest. 
Confessed Offenders Released 
Mr. Graham declaerd that under 
the Supreme Court ruling, scores of 
confessed offenders are being re­ 
leased. 
‘ The statement was made before 
our committee that on an average of 
50 men a day are released, men who 
have made confessions and then set 
up the fact that they were immedi­ 
ately taken before a committing 
magistrate and given a preliminary

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Polish People 
Have Faith In 
U. S. Currency 


WARSAW, Peto 27.— <INS)—Am­ 
ericans and the rest of the world j 
man worry that the dollar is getting 
inflated, but the people of Poland 
have absolute faith in U S. cur­ 
rency. 
There are many billions of dol­ 
lars in Poland, no one knows just 
how many. 
It is the only money 
which Poles consider ready secure. 
These dollars are the main basis 
of the black market, silling at from 
eight to ten times the official ex­ 
change of 100 zlotys to the dollar. 
The black market rate varies but 
the changes are due entirely to 
Polish causes and have nothing to co 
with what the dollar can but in .the 
United States. 
When a heavy nationwide tax was 
levied 
recently, 
the 
dollar 
went 
down to 700 because people had to 
have Zlotys to pay their govern­ 
ment. 
Now it has gone back up to 
about 900 zlotys. 
Poles Are Hoarders 
Some 
American 
currency 
has 
come into Poland from Germany 
since the war, but most of it has 
been in the country for years. Poles 
are congenital hoarders and before 
the war they received 20 million 
dollars yearly from their relatives 
in the ü. S. Most of this was socked 
a wav. hidden so securely that even 
during six years of occupation, the 
Nazis didn't find much. 
Now, it is coming ou; because liv­ 
ing is costly and people have to dig 
into their reserves to subsist. 
In Poland, one sees bills that 
ceased being in circulation in Am­ 
erica years aso. Pre-depression gold 
certificates are frequent. 
Americans in Poland are often 
asked by Poles whether “big dollars” 
are still valid. 
They mean the 
large sized bills issued in Tie United 
States before the First World War, 
many of which have been hoarded 
since the first decade of this cen- 
1 urv. 
Since no one is quite certain how : 
far a “big dollar” would go at an 
American bank, the Poles Circulate 
‘hem arnone themselves at 60 per ! 
cent of the rate for rvnv bill?. Fresh 
crisp bills are worth more on the 
black market than wrinkled ones 
and large clencmiraliens, $50 or 
$100, fetch a better rate than $5 or 
$10 nofee. 
But nothing can convince most 
Polcr that an American note, no 
/natter when or where issued, would : 
not be worrit exactly what it says 
if the exchange were free. 
The best example of this faith ! 
came from a man in Cracow who 
last week showed a $100 hill issued ; 
in Richmond. Va., in 1864. 
An In- 
trnationnl News Service corres pon- ; 
dent told him it was a nice souvenir, j 
but that Confederate money wasn’t 
good for anything else. 
“Oh. no." he said, “it’s an Ameri-

In an Interview. Dr. Boder, who 
a dm i s he’s fatigued by it all him ­ 
self. blamed are apparent succf-os j 
of what critics have called an ava­ 
lanche of “B" motion pictures, inane !

ductions on a people’s “fatigue”. 
Building For Years 
This state of affairs has been 
a building for decades, he said, and 
Was speeded to its current climax 
by the dislocations of war.

"Superficial songs and superficial j 
motion pictures with an element of j 
acute emotional excitement ap p ear! 
a characteristic of a people who j 
in their leisure hours are greatly j 
fatigued.”

Seeking Haven 
Boder declared th at the great 
postwar popularity of 
bars, 
de­ 
nounced in scathing terms by relig- j 
ious and civic leaders, 
in

cases can be attributed to the tired ; 
m an’s seeking a haven. 
He described the bar as a "neigh­ 
borhood club" where drinking often 
is incidental. 
However, he pointed 
out, th at drinking as an escape 
from fatigue can become a "vicious 
circle". 
The psychologist, who has achiev­ 
ed international fame for various j 
studies In his field, put the finger 
on the housing shortage, the insta­ 
bility of prices and resultant close 
budgeting and the long-term trend 
toward city life for his self-styled 
definition of the state of the n a­ 
tion.

At the same time, lie expressed 
little fear th at “fatigued" Ameri­ 
cans would be led astray by the 
type of artistic fare their "tired" 
minds seem to crave. 
Dr. Boder said the popularity of 
soap operas stemmed from the m i­ 
nor amount of m ental effort which 
is required to follow them.

GRAPE VINES CAN BE 
PRUNED EARLY 
This is a good tim e to prune 
grape vines according to Carl B itt­ 
ner, fruit, extension 
specialist 
of 
Pennsylvania 
S tate 
College. 
Mr. 
B ittner recently dem onstrated the 
pruning of fruit trees and grapes 
a t the 
W. C. 
Hilem an 
orchard, 
W ilm ington road. To avoid break­ 
ing canes, the work should be done 
when vines are not frozen. If the 
work is delayed until the middle of 
M arch 
or 
later, 
the 
vines 
may 
“bleed” w hen cut. W hile bleeding 
does not seriously injure them . Mr. 
B ittner 
urges com pletion of 
the 
prim ing before it occurs. 
Care should be taken to recognize 
the difference between canes of last 
year's grow th and the older wood, 
for those buds which produce the 
1947 crop occur only on last year’s 
canes. Not all of these canes are oi 
equal value for fruit production. 
The short, spindly canes and the 
heavy, 
long, 
over-vigorous, 
long- 
jointed “bull” canes are com para­ 
tively unproductive. 
M ost productive canes are those 
about five to eight feet in length, 
about as thick as a lead pencil or 
slightly thicker and fairly short- 
jointed. Even on these best canes, 
some buds are more 'productive than 
others. The first two or three buds 
at the base of the cane ano those 
n ear tips of the cane produce fewer 
and sm aller clusters th an those in 
the center of the cane.

Secret police would not comment 
on reports of their observation of 
the Americans. But it was learned 
from reliable sources that p articu ­ 
larly close watch was being kept 
on two of them.

Alfredo 
Pe­ 
queño said that L uciano will be 
shunted out of Cuba by the first 
available means after proceedings 
are completed. 
As there is no regular ship serv­ 
ice between Cuba and Italy, it is 
hkcly that the unwanted gangster 
will leave by plane. 
The government said 
Luciano’s 
offer to leave voluntarily had been 


rejected because expulsion proceed­ 
ings will make it impossible for him 
ever to enter the country again. 
M inister of S tate R afael G on­ 
zalez revealed th a t his departm ent 
never received notification of the 
U nited S tates ban 011 shipm ent of 
m edical drugs to Cuba. 
But H ealth M inister Jose R an- 
dreu said a representative of the 
U. S. N arcotics Bureau had visited 
him and explained the reasons for 
the em bargo. He would not give 
details of the conversation. 
Luciano rem ained under confine­ 
m ent at th e T iscornia im m igration 
camp, where he was reported to be 
attem pting a habeas cornus appeal.

These parents I advise as follows: 
Set just a few regular jobs the 
youngster must do. If these lew 
jobs are not done promptly, don’t 
scold or argue, be too proud for 
that. Set a penalty such as having 
him sit in a chair without amuse- j 
ment for exactly forty minutes, or 
about twice the time the job would 
require, even apply this to music 
practice. If the child under sentence 
left the chair before the desig- j 
nated 
time was up, spank him 
soundly. 
When the child deliberately dis­ 
regards “No” or “Don’t”, in cases 
where the parent can check with j 
her 
own eyes, she should use a 
similar chair-sitting penalty, mak- j 
ing it, meaningful, 
if 
necessary, 
with spanking. 
While I dislike to recommend 
any physical punishment after five | 
or so, the youngster even at eight 
or ten must respect authority; and 
some of them hardly 
will if au­ 
thority is expressed merely with

fare. Parents who resort to spank- j 
in» the child as old as eight or 
ten 
only when this

Admiral Says Allies Must 
Show People Socialism 
Cost Them Victory 
In W ar

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—A Nazi 
admiral of World War II declared 
I today that the only way to break 
j lingering devotion to the national 
: socialist system is to show the Ger- 
1 man people that it cost them vic-

The naval leader was Vice Ad­ 
miral Eberhard Weichold, former 
1 commander in chief, Mediterranean. 
The United States Navy depart­ 
ment made public his views, wrtt- 
; ten 
under instructions from 
the 
British. 
Weichold 
maintained 
that 
the j 
national 
socialist 
system 
ruined i 
Germany’s military power by des­ 
troying qualities of leadership. 
He asserted that “from the lack 
of these qualities resulted the loss 
of the war, for without such lead­ 
ership 
the 
greatest 
assembly 
of 
force remains a dead mass”. 
Cites Mistakes 
The German admiral elaborated 
at length on mistakes ol the Nazi 
high command, among them the j 
underrating of naval power. 
Weichold declared: 
“Many sections of the German j 
people have already had their eyes j 
opened considerably to this state 
of affairs, but it is necessary to 
enlighten them all. Only out of the 
conviction of the whole community 
can the foundation for a new spirit­ 
ual revival rise.” 
He explained that otherwise the 
German people, described as having 
always been militaristic, could sus­ 
tain 
belief that 
in 
the military 
sphere at least national socialism 
had achieved something positive. 
Weichold maintained that if ex­ 
amination of the system was re­ 
stricted to the political or ethical- 
human sphere it could be argued 
that only the material superiority j 
of the enemy crushed the German ! 
people. 
Gives Views 
The admiral, in declaring that 
this was not the case, asserted: 
“Such a contention, which to- j 
wards the end of the war was wide- j 
ly disseminated on the part of the i 
; national socialists, must be refuted j 
if dangerous seeds for rhe futurr 
development of the German peo­ 
ple are rich to remain.” 
Weichold 
also 
expressed 
belief 
that 
the 
inherently 
continental­ 
mindedness of the Germans should i 
, be broadened by the study of the 
sea. 
He said that this would teach 
them to look at things from an in­ 
ternational rather a national point 
of view, leading them ultimately to 
i individualistic 
a n d 
democratic 
thinking.

Are You Haptical, 
Visual, In-Between? 


Pennsylvania 
State 
College 
Pro­ 
fessor Gives Classifications 
In Art Appreciation 


STATE COLLEGE. Feb. 27.—Are i 
you a haptical, a visual, or an in- j 
between? 
Dr. Viktor Lowenfeld, professor j 
of art education at the Pennsyl­ 
vania State College, says that all 
individuals fall into one of these 
three categories. 
While studying art of the blind. 
Dr, 
Lowenfeld 
noted 
that 
most 
blind persoas in their work had ; 
a tendency to exaggerate the size j 
of 
the hands or other strained i 
muscles, a trait that indicated they 
were hapticals. But he learned also ! 
from experimentation on a large I 
scale that not all blind people were l 
hapticals and not all other people : 
were visuals. 
The aptitude of the visual, he 
says, is to use his eyes for observa­ 
tion, and he possesses unusual abil- | 
ity to visualize details. He can in­ 
tegrate partial impressions for pur­ 
poses of orientation. 
“While riding in a train.” Dr. 
Lowenfeld explaias, “a haptical sees ; 
merely pieces of landscape through 
the moving train window. The vis­ 
ual is able to integrate these pieces 
in his mind into one landscape.” 
: 
Dr. 
Lowenfeld points out that 
these traits are important in se- j 
lecting men for certain jobs. The 
haptical, for example, would be the I 
better man for mechanical jobs or 
duties where skillful 
fingers 
are j 
needed. The visual would be the bet­ 
ter man in jobs which make use 
of his ability to see and observe 
such as a surveyor, architect or an 
airplane pilot. 
Tests designed by Dr. Lowenfeld 
were used during World War II by 
the army air forces to determine 
whether men were good potential 
pilots.

The University 
of Florida's teacher placem ent bur­ 
eau wrote in Decmbcr asking for 
inform ation about anyone interested 
in living and teaching there. O ther 
inquiries are coming in from all 
sections of Pennsylvania, from as 
far west as th e Dayton area in Ohio 
and from Indiana. 
The critical shortage of teachers 
w hich Mr. Reaney attributes princi­ 
pally to th e paradox of low salaries 
and high living costs, is especially 
severe in secondary schools.

Says 'Bomb’ Still 
American Secret 


Otto 
W arburg 
Derides 
Scientists J 
Who Claim How Atomic Bomb 
Is Constructed 


BER LIN , Feb.

Otto Heinrich Warburg, Nobel prize 
winner and director of the K aiser 
Wilhelm institute in Berlin, declared 
today that production of the atom- 1 
bomb »‘rem ains an American secret \ j 
In an exclusive interview, the famed j 
Germ an physicist 
derided fellow- 
scientists who suddenly announce 
they know “exactly how* it is done 
and claim everyone can produce the 
bomb 
with 
proper technical ap ­ 
paratus. 
W arburg told International News 
Service: 
“In physics, every scientific dis­ 
covery is based on technical achieve­ 
ment. 
"The 
technical 
process 
in the j 
bomb-making still is full of devices 
which only the Americans have.” 
He also declared it is improbably 
—if not impossible—that the de­ 
feated German would be able to sur­ 
prise the world with a sudden geim 
war at the present stage of research. 
Referring to the arrest by Brit- ^ 
lsh and American occupation au- : 
thorities of Nazi plotters who in­ 
tended to employ an alleged G er­ 
m an secret weapon under idrection 
of the form er W ehrmacht bacteri­ 
ologist— Col. H ans George Eisen- 
m an—the professor said: 
“I feel the people who threaten 
germ w arfare are just bluffing. 
“Even if planes dropped bags full 
of infected rats over a city, the 
results would be negligible.”

HAVE GREAT HOPES 
OF ACCOMPLISHMENT

LAKE SUCCESS, Feb. 27—1 would 
like to tell th e women of my own 
country 
of 
the 
concrete 
accom ­ 
p lish m e n t m ade a t the recent ses­ 
sion by the 14 m em bers of the com­ 
m ission. 
Of course we have great hopes of 
w hat v,e will be able to do. 
We 
shall not consider the job entrusted 
to us by th e women of the world 
com pleted until we have given every ¡ 
woman in every country her just 
political, civil, economic and edu­ 
cational rights. 
B ut we realize th a t such a goal 
i& a long way off. 
It is one thing 
to cham pion those rights, to pass 
resolutions 
dem anding 
them , 
but 
quite an o th er to see them enforced 
In countries th a t have never ac­ 
knowledged th a t women are entitled 
to equality w ith men. 
Those of us who have devoted 
our lives to the international wom­ 
en’s m ovem ent understand better 
perhaps th an the average A m erican : 
woman—who 
enjoys 
the 
greatest 
political and economic freedom in 
the world—w hat the new wom en’s 
commission is up against. 
Century Old Barricade 
In the Asiatic anci m iddle eastern 
countries, for example, th ere is a 
centuries old barricade of discrim ­ 
inatory law, entrenched custom and 
tradition. 
M any of these women still are il­ 
literate. We m ust do an educational 
job at the sam e tim e th a t we talk 
of world wide enfranchisem ent. 
W ith these factors in m ind, the ! 
commission 
m ust proceed 
slov. ly, 
m ethodically and surely. 
We have agreed at this first ses­ 
sion of th e full commission to give 
first priority to w om en’s political 
rights. 
We shall do our utm ost to 
p u t teeth in the recent assembly 
resolution, passed unanim ously by | 
th e 55 U nited N ations, endorsing . 
global enfranchisem ent for women, j 
By next fall we will have com­ 
piled and will publish a com prehen­ 
sive report on th e political rights of 
women in every country. 
We will 
know 
w hat 
countries 
are 
giving 
women at least a modicum of po­ 
litical freedom. 
By the same token wTe will know ; 
those countries th a t are farth est be­ 
hind. We will know, in other words, 
w hat countries w'e have to go to 
work on. 
Drive In Education 
We also have resolved to m ake j 
a concerted drive in the field of 
education. 
Sim ply pressuring gov­ 
ernm ents to give women the vote is 
not enough. We m ust help w om en’s 
organizations in each nation edu­ 
cate th eir own nationals for the re- 
sponsibUtles of citizenship. 
As th e A m erican delegate, I rec­ 
om m ended th a t the women's section 
of the U nited N ations secretariat 
act as a clearing house for inform a­ 
tion on the education and citizen­ 
ship requirem ents of newly en fran ­ 
chised women. 
My colleagues agreed th a t this 
m ust be 
done. 
It m eans, 
in 
a 
sense, th a t the work and knowledge 
of women who have w rested these 
rights in their own countries will 
be pooled, will become weapons in 
the hands of less free women. 
I personally think th a t th e m ost 
im portant step we have taken at 
this 
two-week 
session, 
just 
con­ 
cluded, is to arrange regional con­ 
ferences 
am ong 
women 
leaders 
throughout th e world. 
It 1« improbable th a t our first 
regional conference m ay be held in 
Syria in the h ea rt of the Moslem 
country where women have fought 
so long for the m ost fundam ental 
rights. 
In 
short, 
the 
U nited 
N ations 
women's commission will take all 
th e action it can get away with, 
w ithin the confines of our term s of I 
reference and budgetary allowances, j 
W e w ant most to 
begin 
with 
those women who are at- th e bottom 
of the heap, to use good old Am eri­ 
can slang.

A fter the m arch, they 
voted to return to classes today and 
decided to m eet again to discuss $ 
levised wage program . 
The legislature passed a m easure 
boosting salaries from $200 to $800, 
but the teachers dem anded a flat 
$1,000 raise.
